8. (currently amended) A composition of controlling an invertebrate pest 
comprising biologically effective amount of a compound of Claim [[1]] 6 and at least one 
additional component selected from the group consisting of a surfactant, a solid diluent, and a 
liquid diluent, said composition optionally further comprising an effective amount of at least 
one additional biologically active compound or agent. 

9. (previously presented) The composition of Claim 8 wherein the additional 
biologically active compound or agent is present and is selected from the group consisting of 
cypermethrin, cyhalothrin, cyfluthrin, beta-cyfluthrin, esfenvalerate, fenvalerate, tralomethrin, 
fenothicarb, methomyl, oxamyl, thiodicarb, clothianidin, imidacloprid, thiacloprid, 
indoxacarb, spinosad, abamectin, avermectin, emamectin, y-aminobutyric acid, endosulfan, 
ethiprole, fipronil, flufenoxuron, triflumuron, diofenolan, pyriproxyfen, pymetrozine, amitraz, 
Bacillus thuringiensis ^ Bacillus thuringiensis delta endotoxin, a member of the family 
Baculoviridae, and entomophagous fungi. 

10. (currently amended) A method for controlling an invertebrate pest comprising 
contacting the invertebrate pest or its environment with a biologically effective amount of a 
compound of Claim [[1]] 6 or with a biologically effective amount of a composition of Claim 
8. 

1 1 . (previously presented) The method of Claim 10 wherein the invertebrate pest is 
a cockroach, an ant or a termite which contacts the compound by consuming a bait 
composition comprising the compound or the composition. 

12. (previously presented) The method of Claim 10 wherein the invertebrate pest is 
a mosquito, a black fly, a stable fly, a deer fly, a horse fly, a wasp, a yellow jacket, a homet, a 
tick, a spider, an ant, or a gnat which is contacted by a spray composition comprising the 
compound or the composition dispensed from a spray container.
